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William M. Miiliken, director of The Cleveland Museum of Art, announces 
accession of sixteen low sad baa reliefs from the tomb of a noble-priest of Upper 
Thebes, Egypt, of the XXV or XXVI Dynasty, 690-650 BC as gift of Hanna Fund. They 
have been in tnis country for sometime, in the possession of a dealer. They are 
best quality of their pei*iod. 

Cut in limestone, with traces of the color with which they were once painted, 
the reliefs are masterly examples of light and shadow. They are a curious mixture of 
stylization and realism, of placid eternity and vociferous life. Animals, lea as 
offerings to the deceased, or as mementoes of the hunt he lias loved in life which he 
hopes again to enjoy in the hereafter, are done with particular vigor. Centered in 
the tomb is a large portrait of the owner, who also must have designed and superintended 
its building and decoration. Smaller panels show him with his wife, ana in sncredotal 
vestments. Other pictures are of ids sumptuous funerary services and of the rites of 
life and religion. 

The Cleveland Museum of Art has ouilt a special installation for the reliefs, 


with air-conditioning apparatus, in its Egyptian gallery
